Crawled Under the Postoffice 
in Chicago. 


BORED HOLES IN STEEL VAULT 


(HROUGH OPENING THEY CAR- 
RIED AWAY THEIR BOOTY, 


—_ 


(The Men Are Believed to Have Been 
Aiming at Another Vault in Which 
Was $35,000 and Many 
Thousands in Stamps. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—A sensational rob- 
bery which netted the perpetrators $74,610 
in stamps, was discovered here this morn- 
ing, when the wholesale stamp department 
of the postoffice was opened for business. 

A rapid investigation developed the fact 
that the burglars had crawled under the 
flooring for about 300 feet, bored a hole 
in the bottom of the vault, secured the 

_gtamps and escaped, carrying their booty 
in a wagon. 

The work of forming an entrance to the 
vault had evidently n going forward 
with the greatest patience for many days. 
It is believed, however, that the intention 
of the thieves had been to enter the cash- 
jer’s vault,-in which there was $35,000 in 
money and stamps valued at hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

The bottom of the vault is of steel, half 
an inch thick. In this 97 holes were bored 
until a space 18 inches square—just enough 
to allow the entrance of a man’s body— 
had been so weakened that it was possible 
to take out the whole plate with little diffi- 
culty. A dry goods box stood over the hole 
thus made and concealed the work of the 
robbers while it was in progress. When 
discovered today the fingermarks of one 
of the burglars was still discernable on the 
dust of the box which he had pushed to 
one side. 

So carefully had the job been planned 
that men working in other parts of the 
building had not the slightest inkling of 
the daring robbery being worked almost 
under their noses. 

The robherg drove up to the southeast 
corner of the postoffice building in a wagon, 
the tracks could be seen plainly today. 
The building is a temporary affair. and 
the men had only to open a little door to 
admit themselves under the flooring. To 
reach the vault it was necessary to craw! 
about 300 feet over odds and ends of 
boards which littered the way. The route 
evidently had been carefully studied, for 
a detective who went under today with- 
out knowledge of locations, became lost 
and was nearly overcome by the foul odors 
before assistance reached him. 

Having secured their plunder. the rob- 
bers loaded it into the wagon, drove across 
a vacant lot and turned into Wabash ave- 
nue, in front of the Art building. 

Of the $74,610 in stamps taken. $4712 were 
in “postage due’’ stamps and $2060 in special 
delivery stamps. So the convertible stamps 
amount to 828. but.of these. $4828-svere 
Par-American stamps of 3 and 10¢ denom- 
inations. 


ARC LIGHTS TRANSMIT SOUND 


Hiussian Professor Has Made a Re- 
markable Discovery by Merest 
Chance. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 21.—A member 
of the faculty of Moscow Imperial Techni- 
cal School recently discovered that a mi- 


crophone attached to an electric arc lamp 
by wire could trausmit sounds through the 
medium of another electric arc lamp. Re- 
peated experiments were made, in which 
the two lamps were separated by a thick 
wall. The inventor read in a low voice a 
lecture on his discovery, and his words, 
spoken into the microphone, were comfort- 
ably audible in the next room. 

With characteristic carelessness the Rus- 
sian newspapers failed to state whether the 
lamps were burning, but it is probable that 
this is to be assumed. j

ST. LOUIS NEEDS CIVIC PRIDE 


SPEAKER SAID PRETTY CITY 
WOULD INSURE IT. 


He Scored House of Delegates for De- 
laying Important Legislation and 
Urged Hearers to Support * 
Charter Amendments. 


Dr. Robert A. Holland, rector of St. 
George's Episcopal Church, Pendleton ave- 
nue and Olive street, in his sermon Sunday 
morning, pictured the city beautiful which 
New St. Louis should be, scored the House 
of Delegates without mentioning it or any 
of its members by name, and urged the de- 
velopment of a civic pride that would result 
™m beautifying the city. 

His entire sermon was along these lines 
and at its conclusion he urged the voters 
in his congregation to support the charter 
amendments at Tuesday’s election. 

_ Dr. Holland’s text was from Acts, 22:39: 
“T am a citizen of no mean city.” 

“It was St. Paul who said ‘I am a citizen 
of no mean city,’’’ Dr. Holland began. 
“The authorities were about to arrest him 
im Jerusalem on a charge of inciting a 
riot. When they approached him, he de- 
clared that he was a citizen of Tarsus, ‘no 
mean city.” Whereupon the authorities re- 
leased him, and he was permitted to address 
the multitude. a 
“We should strive to make St. Louis such 


a city that we may all times be able to 
gay, after the manner of the apostle, ‘! am 
a citizen of no mean city.’ We should do 
more. We should strive to say we are citi- 
zens Of a beautiful city. 

“At present, the largest cities of the 
world have their distinctive symbols. Bos- 
ton is Known as the city of culture. Chi- 
cago is known as the clty of great enter- 
pot and grea, business buildings. New 
‘ork is Known as our most cosmopolitan 
city and Paris, London and Vienna have 
their Gistinctive characteristics. 


St. Louis Should Have 
Distinct Characteristic. 

“St. Louis should have a similar distinc- 
tiveness. She should be known to the world 
as the beautiful city. As Boston has in her 
public library on which she has expended 
millions of dollars a symbol of culture for 
which that city is famed, so St. Louis 


should have in architecture of its public 
buildings, the beauty for which she ought 
some day to be renowned. 

“We now point with pride to our Union 
Station. It is the beautiful outward symbol 
of the greatness of our commerce. Our 
beautiful residence section we point out to 
visitors with pride as the symbol of our 
private comforts. 

“But where are the public buildings we 
can point to with civic pride? Where are 
the beautiful streets? 

“St. Louls must beautify her streets and 
inject more beauty, more ornateness into 
her public buildings. 

‘“Iier asylums, hospitals, stores and even 
tenements could be made more beautiful 
to the eye. And the eye must be appealed 
to. No matter what beautiful interiors 
St. Louis homes or buildings may have, 
they will not be conducive to proper civic 
epirit unless their exteriors are attractive, 
unles they can be pointed out to strangers 
with pride. 

“Of course, it is well to make al! things 
useful, but beauty is the highest use. 
“Our public school system is a source 
of pride to us. But how much.more proud 
could we be if the school buildings were 
architecturally as ornate as they might 
easily be. made instead of being’ con- 
structed on their present plan. 

“St. Louis may be made a beautiful city. 
Her surroundings are naturally beautiful. 
But in a large city the streets are all im- 
pertant. Almost the entire population live 
on the streets. They should be beautified. 


St. Louis Should 

Beautify Streets. 
“The city should expend money for beauti- 
fying them. It should also have for its 
officials men who believe in beautifying the 
city and who have civic pride in. their

RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT HAS 
TAKEN STEPS FOR HER 
RELEASE. 


STRONG INFLUENCE 
IN BULGARIA 


Turkey and Bulgaria Have Each Spent 
More Than the Ransom in 
Military Operations. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—There has been 
no report since Saturday at the state de- 
partment from Turkey or Bulgaria touch- 
ing Miss Stone’s case. The officials, how- 
fever, are-by no means discouraged and are 
still confident that they will succeed in 
saving her life, but whether by diplomacy 
or by force is not clear. 

It is gathered that the friendship of the 
Russian government has much to do with 
the confidence of the officials ere. That 
government has responded in the most 
cordial spirit to the apyeal of the state 
department, which, unablg itself from geo- 
graphical and political reasons to exert 
pressure upon the government of Bulgaria, 


has been pleased to avail itself of the pow- 
erful influence of Russia on that govern- 
ment. 

The Turkish government has for its part 
responded in the same spirit to the appeal 
of the United States, and together the two 
governments, Turkish and Bulgarian, 
probably have been put to a degree of ex- 
pense equal to the amount of the ransom 
demand by Miss Stone’s captors in the 
military operations they have already di- 
rected in her interests.

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Statistics showing the pursuits followed 
by women, other than domestic service, 
will form a part of the report to be made 
by Mrs. Martha Fischel of 2647 Washington 
avenue to the Missouri Federation of Wo- 
men’s clubs at its meeting at St. Joseph 
this week. 

-Mrs. Fischel is chairman of the commit- 
tee of the Wednesday Club which has been 
investigating the condition of women and 
children employed in factories and stores, 
and the sanitary state of factories in gen- 
eral. 

Her associates have been Mrs. Chafles 
Damon, Mrs. John jAllen, Mrs. Robert 
Moore, Mrs. William Trelease, Mrs. E. C. 
Runge and Miss Charlotte Rumbold. 

The investigations of the Wednesday 
Club women have extended over two years. 
During the past year both state and city 
factory inspectors have taken wp the same 
work in an official manner. 

Mrs. Fischel's report will state that con- 
ditions have been greatly improved by the 
work of the factory inspectors. Further 
legislation will be suggested, however, 

“A better method for learning the ages 
of children employed in factories should bed 
in use,’’ Mrs. Fischei says. 

“At present the statement of the child or 
its parent or employer as to its ageis ac- 
cepted without question. Many cases have 
occurred in which the Inspector was mor. 
ally certain that the child was leas than 
14 years old, but, when the age has been 
given as 14, he has been obliged fo accept 
this 7s truth. 

“In assachusetts it is requifed that a 
child shall have attended school for a cer- 
tain time before being employed fin any 
business establishment in the state. The 
child's age must be shown from schoo! 
records. 

“Another provision of the Massachusetts 
law gives a power which is not possessed 
by the factory inspection officials in Mis- 
sourl, The inspectors ‘have a right to in- 
spect conditions in homes where piece 
work {s done for tallort shops. This af- 
fords protection to the public against un- 
wholesome conditions which may other- 
wise be found in dwellings as well as In 


factories.”’

Judge Fisher of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court heard evidence Monday in the case 
of the Southern Hotel Co. against the es- 
tate of the late Dr. Charles H. Bradford for 
$238.15, alleged to be the amount of the bill 
contracted at the hotel during Dr. Brad- 
ford’s last illness. 

The witnesses on the stand during the 
morning were Henry C. Lewis, manager of 
the hotel, and Blmer S. Collins, cashier. 

Dr. Bradford died at the Southern Hotel 
April 21, 1898. He was wealthy, and left a 
will which is still being contested in the Su- 
preme Court of the state. 

Mr. Lewis testified Monday morning that 
Dr. Bradford was ill at the hotel for several 
months, and that his remains were there for 
two days after his death.

He ‘quoted the statute which requires 
all claims to be prescented to the pro- 
bate court within two years after admin- 
istration. 

The notice to creditors of the Bradford 
estate, he declared, was published June 
22, 1898. The Southern Hotel claim was not 
presented until almost the last day of the 
two years allowed by law had expired. 

He charged that this.was done to Keep 
the estate open ard in.court. 

Thomas B. Harvey, attorney for the 
hotel, contended that Mr. Lewis, the man- 
ager, had not presented his claim in court 
because he was given to understand that 
Dr. Bradford's hotel bill would be paid as 
goon as the contest over the will was set- 
tled.

In the will, 
which was contested, he left $300,000 to the 
Methodist Orphans’ Home on Maryland 
avenue.

TELLS STORY OF THE BATTLE 


PRESS CORRESPONDENT GRAHAM 
AN IMPORTANT WITNESS. 


Served on the Brocklyn and Obsemved 
All That Schley Did in the Fa- 
mous Campaign and Sea 
Fight. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—After two days’ 
rest the Schley court of inquiry resuimed its 
sessions at 11 o'clock today. 

After the witnesses of last week had been 
recalled for the purpose of correcting their 
testimony, Lieut. R. W. Wells, Jr., secre- 
tary to Commodore Schley during the Cu- 
ban campdign, resumed the _ testimony 
which he had begun on Friday. 

After a few preliminaries he began his 
narration of the battle of July 3 and was 
then questioned at some length oy Mr. Ray- 
ner before he was turned over to Japt. 
Lemly and Mr. Hanna for cross-examipa- 
tion. 

Other witnesses called for the day were 
Mr. Edward Graham, the Associated Preset 
correspendent, who was with Commodore 
Scuicy on the Brooklyn from the beginning 
of the campaign at Hampton Roads until 
iis close; Lieut. Edward Simpson, who 
served on the Brooklyn, and Mr. Dennis 
J. Cronia. 

Among the former witnesses recalled was 
Capt. Francis A. Cook, who reiurned to 
the stand for the purpose of making an ex- 
plunation of his former testimony regard- 
ing the bgilers of the Oregon. 

Why the Oregon 
Made Speed. 

Capt. Cook, who commanded the Brook- 
lyn*during the Spanish war, was the first 
new witness of the day. He was recalled 
at his own request and made the following 
statement: 

‘In my testimony I stated that the Ore- 
gon on the morning of July 3 was under 
all boilers, having shifted her boilers from 
forward to aft. I stated this from’ hear- 
say and presumed it to be correct as oc- 
counting for her extraordinary speed. I 
find that she had not shifted boilers that 
morning but that she had stéam on all her 
boilers at all times while in the Santiago 
blockade.’’ 

Capt. Cook then was excused and former 
witnesses were called to correct their testi- 
neseye While Capt. John L. Hannum was 
on the stand for the purpose of correcting 
his testimony the court asked him the 
following question: ‘‘How soon after you 
went on board the Merrimac was she able 
to use her own power to make from 6 to 
knots?’ 

“She was in condition to make five knots 
when I went on board. I did not give her 
seven knots.” 

In reply to a question from Mr. Rayner 
the witness said it took from the forencon 
watch of the 27th until the evening of 
the 28th, “‘working day and night’ to make 
the repairs on the Merrimac. He did not 
kndw how long the vessel had been to- 
tally disabled. Capt. Hannum desingd to 
make a statement concerning the cesti- 
mony of another witness to the effect thw»t 
there was no water in two of the oliers 
of the Brooklyn. As this statement did pot 
concern hg: own testimony, the court ruled 
it out of order.

Ensign \V. P. Cronan, while o. the stand 
for the purpose of correcting his testl- 
mony, sta vc that he had measured the 
distance from the initial position of the 
Brooklyn to Rio Janquino on July 3 and 
found it to be 39 knots. 


Thinks Texas Was 
Not Backed. 

J. L. Hunley, the chief machinist on the 
Texas, who last week testified that on July 
3 he was at the throttle of the port engine 
of the Texas, while correcting his testl- 
mony, was asked by Judge Advocate Lem- 
ley as to what other machinist was sta- 
tioned in the port engine room on the day 
of the battle. The. witness replied that as 
soon as general quarters sounded he re- 
lieved Machinist Hill. He stated in reply 
to questions by Capt. Lemley that Clax- 
ton, who had testified that he was at the 
port engine.on that day and that the en- 
gine was reversed, that Claxton was 
teaned at the air pumps, back of the en- 
gine. Hunley said he kept his hand on 
the throttle of the engine most of the time 
and did not think it possible that the s‘g- 
nal to stop or back could have been given 
without his knowledge. 

Capt. Lemley asked the witness if he 
bad been on the Texas when that vessel 
Mr. Rayner ob- 
to this line of examination. (Capt. 

Stated that he desired to show 
that the witness had misunderstood sig- 
nals then with disastrous results and it 
was possible he might have been mistaken 
on the day of the battle. After a short 
argument the court decided that the ques- 
tion was not admissible. 


Schley Prepared 
for Close Quarters. 

Lieut. B. W. Wells, Jr., who was on the 
stand when the court adjourned Friday, 
was then recalled, and testified regarding 
the battle of July 3. He said he did not 
remember the ranges at which the Brook- 


lym fired, but thought 1100 yards was the 
shortest. He described the turn of the 
Brooklyn and the chase after the Spanish 
ships When the Viscaya ran ashore the 
Colon was about 10,000 yards ahead of the 
Brooklyn, and for a time firing ceased. He 
said that he had received orders to get a 
quantity of rapid-fire ammunition. Owing 
to the character of the coast it was ex- 
pected that Brooklyn and Colon would come 
to close quarters. He was ordered to have 
this ammunition ready to close with the 
Colon and give her a rapid fire when they 
got close together. He then described the 
rest of the chase and the final surrender of 
the Colon. He said he had not seen the 
Texas when the Brooklyn made her turn. 
At one time during the battle, he said, the 
Brooklyn seemed to be alone, engaging 
three ships. 


Important Dispatches 

Received by Schley. 
When Lieut. Wells finished his descrip- 
tion of the battle the question of dis- 


patches was taken up. A number of dis- 
patches were shown to the witness and he 
was asked as to their receipt by Commo- 
dere Schley. One from Secretary Long to 
the American consul at Kingston, dated 
Washington, May 28, saying that it must 
be delivered to Schley at once, and inform- 
ing him (Schley) that, unless unsafe for 
the squadron, the department wished him 
to remain off Santiago, and asking if he 
could not take possession of Guantanamo 
as a coaling station; also a dispatch from 
Secretary ong to Capt. Cotton of the 
Harvard, dated Washington, May 29, en- 
closing dispatch to Commodore Schley, tel- 
ling him to hold on at all hazards, that 
the New York. Oregon and New Orleans 
were on the way; also two dispatches from 
Secretary Long to the dispatch boat Har- 
vard, dated Washington, May 30, one in- 
forming him that the commander-in-chief 
had started to join him and the other tell- 
ing him that Sagua, 25 miles east of San- 
tiago,. had been reported as a good place 
to land, from which it would be easy to 
reach the heights in the rear of Santiago, 
the witness said had been received on 
May 31. 

The cablegram from Secretary Long, 
dated Washington, May 27, to the cable 
office at Mole St. Nicholas, Hayti, direct-

COURT OF APPEALS 
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CONVICTION OF WIFE ABANDON- 
MENT BARS SECOND ACTION. 
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A WAY TO GET RID OF WIVES 


Unless a Man Again Lives With Her 
and Again Deserts Her, He 
Goes Acquit. 


A man cannot be convicted a second time 
for wife-abandonment, unless it is proven 
that after the first conviction he lived with 
his wife again and again abandoned her. 


Such is the gist of an opinion handed 
down by Judge Goode of the St. Louis 
court of «ag Monday morning. 

Not even his refusal to live with her or 
furnish her means to live on, 
opinion, constitutes a second 
which he can be punished. 

Accordingly the court ordered the release 
of Christ Miller, charged with abandoning 
his wife, Sept. 17, 1900. 

The evidence in the case before the ap- 
pellate court showed that he had served 0 
days in the workhouse in Januaty, 1900, for 
the same offense. 

It also ghowed that he had never lived 
with his wife again after getting out of 
the workhouse and that he had refused to 
support her or their children. 

In its opinion the appellate court re- 
versed the decision of the court of crim- 
inal correction, which had sentenced Miller 
to the workhouse on the second complaint 
of abandonment.

BIGGEST WEST OF THE MISSISSIPF1. 
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A MODEL AMERICAN CITY. 


The Architectural Review of Boston enters heartily into the 
proposal of a model municipal city at the St. Louis World's Fair. 

After commending the action of the American League for Civic 
Improvement at Buffalo and making some general suggestions 
the Review says: 

“Alien ideas must not be thrust too much forward, for the 
scheme must be made first of all an epitome of American progress. 
Enough advanceti ideas have been brought out in the United 
States to make a model city far ahead of any of the orderly 
communities of Europe. If only the right man is given an. 6p- 
portunity to assemble and harmonize them, American ingenuity 
may again triumph in a new field, and a temporary object lesson 
at St. Louis wili ultimately lead to permanent improvements 
and social betterment in many communities throughout the land.”’ 

An exhibit on these lines will justify the Review’s expectations. 
It should be kept in mind that the model city is first of all to 
benefit American cities. It ought therefore to illustrate Ameri- 
can ideas and take account especially of American conditions of 
climate, race, society and economic character. Foreign ideas, 
however excellent, will be unserviceable save in so Yar as they 
may be assimilated and so Americanized. 

We are fond of saying that we have, as a nation, left our 
nohage’ behind and attained maturity of thought. and character. 
If the pretension is to be made good we must prove that when 
we imitate, it is through no poverty of mind, but only that we 
appropriate the best wherever found and make it really our own 
by moulding it into American needs. In other words, alien ex- 
cellentes must be transfigured by informing them with the 
vital spirit of Americanism.

power is not health. The man “in 
training’ is a man out of health. fiis 
muscles are absorbing too much of his 
nerve and blood force. Some of his facul- 
ties are being impoverished and drained. 
His brain and other all-important organs 
are being starved. To do this temporarily 
does no harm. To overuse the muscles 
habitually, says Arabella Kenealy in the 
London Chronicle, results in certain de- 
terioration of some other power or powers. 
Health is the balance of faculties, not the 
preponderance of one. 

Yet there exists today a widespread be- 
lief, most dangerous in its effects upon 
physical development, that muscular force 
is a reliable test of physical health. 

This fallacy—injurious to men as well as 
to women—has done much to foster the no- 
tion that women and en who are able to 
play golf or tennis all day have improyed 
in health in proportion as they have im- 
proved in muscle power. The truth ig as 
the schoolboys say, one cannot eat ones 
cake and yet have it. An adult healthy 
person is a person whose daily produce of 
nerve force, with slight variations, of 
course. has a definite limit. His digestive

late the multiple and marvelous processes 
of his complex system, the breathing ap- 
paratus, the nervous apparatus, the diges- 
tive apparatus, the muscular apparatus, 
and so forth. The remainder will be ex- 
pended voluntarily, according tg circum- 
stances, tastes, or necessities, in bread- 
winning. in recreation, in intellectual or 
social pursuits. But the fact remains that 
he is able to make each day only a definite 
quantum of force. That therefore, which 
he expends in one he will not have to ex- 
pend in another direction.

Fern C. Welch, a telegraph operator for 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad at Labadie, 
Mo., is in the custody of United States 
Marshal Bohle, and will be given a hearing 
before United States Commissioner Gray 
Monday afternoon on a charge of robbing 
the mails. Welch is allered to have taken 
copies of two St. morning papers

4 o'clock Sunday morning. 

Welch admits the truth of the allegation.

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Judge Kohlsaat of the 
United States Circuit Court today modified 
his injunction order against the members of 
the International Association of Machinists 
in the Allis-Chalmers case so that peaceful 
picketing or influencing workmen by morai 
suasion is permitted.

to Take Unto Himself

KANSAS CITY, Mo., 
he will not go to France 
Dr. Leon B. Van de Cruyssen of 621 Kan- 
Sis avenue, Armourdale, is being denied an 
inheritance of 896,000 francs—equal to about 
$195,900 in United States currency. The 
legacy is one-fifth of the Van de Cruys- 
fen estate of about 4,000,000 francs, which 
France for five 
The estate cannot be divided until 
all the heirs conform to the requirements 
of the will governing it, one of which pro- 
vides that all must marry. Although he 
knows that he would be made well off 
by complying with the marrying section 
of the will, Dr. Van de Cruyssen says he 
prefers to remain single, and, as a result, 
the whole estate is tied up. 

The division of the Van de Cruyssen es- 
tate. has hinged upon the action of Dr. Van 
de Cruyssen regarding the marriage provis- 
ion of the will for a number of years. It 
was at first limited to Jan. i, 1900, by 
which time he was to bave chosen a bride 
in France, but later, through some process 
of law, the time was extended. Dr. Vun de 
Cruyssen was married once since he cameé 
to America. The wedding took place in 
Detroit in 1899. The doctor livel with his 
wife but a short time and later securcd a 
divorce. 

Even had he and his wife gotten along 
together amicably, Dr. Van de Cruyssen 
could not have secured his legacy unless he 
had taken her to France and had a mar- 
riage ceremony performed in that country. 
France does not recognize either American 
or English marriage ceremonies and the 
second marriage would have been necessary 
to meet all the provisions of the will. In 
this connection it will be remembered that 
Count Boni de Castellane and’ his Ameri- 

can wife, formerly Miss Anna Gould, were 
remarried upon reaching France on their 
wedding tour, to conform to the laws of 
that country. 

Not Tempted 

by the Money. 

Dr. Van de Cruyssen says that he would 
not marry even if the legacy were to be 
doubled. ‘Il would not care for a wife,’’ he 
said. “Of course $165,000 is not to be sneezed 
at, but obtaining it is not a matter of life 
and death with me. I have enough to live 
on. If the courts of France decide to give 
me my money, all right. If they do not, 1 
guess I can live. I never think of the in- 
heritance, as the thoughts make me nerv- 
ous and cause me much unecessary worry.’ 

The relatives of the Armourdale doctor 
have made every eftort possible to have 
him return to France and marry. Letters 
to him have been of no avail, having 
brought no replies, as a rule. ‘Those ad- 
dressed to his lawyers bave been equaily 
fruitiess. As a last resort a brother-in- 
law of Dr. Van de Cruyssen wrote Mayor 
Reed recently, asking that influence be 
brought to bear upan the doctor to induce 
him to return to France and Comny with 
the provisions of the will. Dr. Van de 
Cruyssen was found to be a man capabie 
of handling the question for hims-if, and 
nothing was ever done in the matter. 

During the latter part of 1898) Ur. Van 
de Cruyssen went to France to iook after 
his, interest in the estate, but when he 
found that he was required to murry to se- 
cure his portion he dropped al! negotia- 
tions. A eonference with the members of 
his family ended fruitlessly, and he re- 
turned to America without his imoney. 
While he was in France Dr. Van de Cruys- 
sen says his relatives tried in every con- 
ceivable manner to have him marry...He 
vas introduced to.young ladies frequeatiy 
by his sister in the hope that ne would fall 
in love. He met no girl whom he would 
have cared to marry, however. 

Early Dislike 
to Women. 

Dr. Van de Cruyssen is 50 years of age 
and has practiced medicine over thirty 
years. He came to the United States in 
i881, first, and, with the exception of his 
visit to France in 1899, has been here con- 
tinuously since. His reason for leaving his 
home, which was at that time in Kent, 
Belgium, was because his parents wanted 
him to marry a girl of his station v- hom 
he disliked. He was in love with another 
girl, whom his reiatives considered below 
him socially. His, family persecuted him 
so in their efforts to have him marry the 
girl he did,gno Tove that he left home and 

to America 

Van de Cruyssen family is of royal 
Flemish blood on the female side, heving 
been descended from Baron Bernard, one 
of the Crusaders who took a prominent 
part in the crusade of 1099, when J*rusalem 
was conquered by the Flemish and VUod- 
irey de Bouillon was made king. The 
name Van de Croyssen means literally ‘of 
the crusade.’ 

The estate which is now being held in 
France was left by Dr. Vana de Cruyssen’s 
father. One-half was willed to the physi- 
cian'’s mother, and the remainder was to 
be divided among the five children. The 
elder Van de Cruyssen hal lIilved extrava- 
gantly, however, and the legacies of the 
children were not considered sufficient to 
make them independent. It was therefore 
decided to turn the whole estate over to 
an uncle, Who was to hold it in trust, pay- 
out enough to the Van de Cruyssen 
family to live on. A few years ago the 
estate was turned back to the family, and 
has been held undivided since aw aiting the 
marriage of Dr. Van de Cruyssen. 

When asked whether he would ever 
change his mind and return to France to 
comply with the will and sec ure his money. 
Dr. Van Cruyssen said “I cannot say. 
hardly think I ever shall.”’
